For God bath cauſed me to write al, and aot 
co diſpute, you are my witneffes now I come and refer you to your 
Þclicf,chat is thus wrirren,and the Catholick Faith is thus, That we wor- 
hip one God in Trinity and in Unity and Unicy inTrinity, fairk-the wri-
